Editor Sierra Madre News 

In your March 10 issue, the 
outside consultant on zoning 
urges us to be ‘‘concerned not 
only with what Sierra Madre is 
today, but also with what it 
will be tomorrow.’’ We agree. 
That is precisely why so many 
of us homeowners feel that 
many of the recommendations 
for rezoning which this outside 
consultant has made are the 
wrong ones for Sierra Madre’s 
“tomorrow.” 

As an example, what will 
Sierra Madre Blvd. look like 
“tomorrow” if his recommenda¬ 
tion is adopted to open up an 
entirely new commercial spot 
at the southwest corner of 
Michillinda and the Boulevard? 
Here, in a section of fine homes 
contributing their share to the 
town’s attractiveness, in a loca¬ 
tion blocks away from the rest 
of the town’s commercial area, 
he proposes to rezone one piece 
of property from R1 to Com¬ 
mercial. Does this type of 
“spot” zoning and the decen¬ 
tralization of the town’s com¬ 
mercial area mean that “to¬ 
morrow” Sierra Madre Blvd. is 
to take on the appearance of 
another Garvey Ave.? 

What will our town look like 
“tomorrow” after the priceless 
trees are ripped out to make 
way for apartment houses and 
courts on all of the land he 
proposes to rezone from R1 to 
R3? Ours is a “home” town. 
Would it not be better planning 
for "tomorrow” to preserve its 
character by encouraging more 
single-family homes on these 
vacant lots, by encouraging 
present homeowners to main¬ 
tain the attractiveness of their 
places, instead of threatening 
them with gas stations next 
door? 

The consultant speaks of 
“these days of rapid change in 
the habits and desires on the 
part of everyone” and of “obvi¬ 
ous changing trends.” How 
many, many Sierra Madreans 
commute long distances in or¬ 
der to escape the changing 
habits and trends that have 
blighted other communities? 
Not everyone’s desires are rap¬ 
idly changing, certainly not 
their desire for a quiet, attrac¬ 
tive and uncrowded community 
in which to live. 

Some of the country’s finer 
home communities have had to 
spend large sums to rehabili¬ 
tate the appearances of their' 
principal entrances. They have 
learned the hard way that the 
impression which the commu¬ 
nity gives at its boundaries is 
of great importance to the en¬ 
tire town in setting the tone of . 
the community. 

Sierra Madre has been blessed 
with a beautiful western "front 
door,” the preservation of which 
is of concern to all home own¬ 
ers. Why should it be defiled 
with a gas station, stores or 
what have you, by the spotty 
rezoning of one corner from R1 
to Commercial?

TOO EARLY OLD!

Age doesn’t seem to be alto¬ 
gether a matter of years. Some 
individuals appear old and set¬ 
tled while still on the sunny 
side of 50; others may seem 
youthful in their seventies. No 
doubt the reasons for this are 
many, and sometimes inex¬ 
plicable, but scientists who 
have studied the effects of nu¬ 
trition on the againg process 
state that good health, resist¬ 
ance to the degenerative dis¬ 
eases, and a longer life span 
are all promoted to some de¬ 
gree by eating the right foods 
in the right amounts. 

The nutrition department of 
the Harvard School of Public 
Health recently published a re¬ 
port in which it is stated that 
a well-balanced diet of the es¬ 
sential foods is just as import¬ 
ant for the individual over 70 
as for the child or younger 
adult. In the older person, how¬ 
ever, certain dietary modifica¬ 
tions are in order. 

As a person grows older, 
there are a number of reasons 
why it is generally considered 
a good health measure to re¬ 
strict the number of calories 
that are eaten. The insidious 
encroachment of age generally 
brings about decreased physi¬ 
cal activity and a declining 
basal metabolism while, in the

Isle of Capri 

Dear Friends: 

Yes, we saw the Socrates 
ruins where that speech was 
made, although our guide mixed 
fact with fancy, so we’re not 
too sure. 

If you read of the storm 
along the Mediterranean, Rivi¬ 
era and Genoa—you know what 
happened to the Skutts there: 
we started to freeze! Except 
for two days in Rome—the 
weather everywhere has been 
“unusual.” 

We asked a Canadian in 
Cook's Travel office to have a 
cup of coffee with us, because 
he seemed lonely, and instead 
we found ourselvs whisked to 
the ancient Roman Forum 
(each Caesar had his own for¬ 
um) by taxi, because he want¬ 
ed to wander there without a 
guide and to shoot pictures. 

The forum was twenty feet 
or so below the city streets of 
today—and only patched col¬ 
umns and broken marble pieces 
indicate its splendor. We bent 
over and walked under an an¬ 
cient brick wall, some fifteen 
feet thick, to examine its foun¬ 
dations. It had been a part of 
a four-story palace, but incor¬ 
porated into modern buildings 
where they began twenty feet 
above. 

The mosaic floors of other 
buildings remain, but no marble 
—that was plundered for later 
buildings. To this day, the Ital¬ 
ians use marble inside homes 
as we use linoleum or tile. 

There was so much of relig¬ 
ious and artistic interest to see 
in Rome that we took all four 
day tours and one night tour, 
hoping to thus include the 
most important sights. Also it 
was easier. If one knew in ad¬ 
vance what he wished to see, 
it would pay to hire a personal 
guide and proceed at one one’s 
own pace. 

Pompei remains more the 
scene of a tragedy to us than 
a great historical site. The 
citizens were in the midst of 
rebuilding their city after an 
earthquake when they were 
“buried alive.” Loaves of 
bread, petrified, and a bowl 
of eggs are pathetic. The beau¬ 
ty chest with its silver mirror 
and manicure set ready for use, 
remain to us. Also the most 
beautiful villa with its pic¬ 
tured walls, paid for by wealth 
from the slave market. 

We sailed for Capri, this 
chunk of rock in the Sea of 
Many Blues, on the sleek liner, 
Capri. The city is nestled in a 
saddle reached by funicular or 
a cliff-hugging road. In a half 
hour we visited three other 
cities, clinging to this rock like 
the ferns and mosses that cover 
every rock and brick. The view 
from our restaurant high above 
the city and sea was complete¬ 
ly satisfying. 

A letter received in Rome 
from the Ed Lawrences of Si¬ 
erra Madre, informs us that 
they have enjoyed driving a 
little Austin all over New Zea¬ 
land, and after three weeks in

LAW IN ACTION 


DID I SIGN THAT? 

No one else signs his name ex¬ 
actly like you. In signing your 
name, you start a chain of legal 
events that are hard to stop. 

1. Be sure you know what you 
sign and how it will bind you. 
Always keep a copy and don't let 
anybody talk you out of your 
copy. 


to end the lease, and who is to 
pay for any damage to the place. 
Do you know the terms of your 
lease? 

6. Earnest Money Contracts: 
Some home buyers sign an ear¬ 
nest money “receipt.” Some 
think they are just signing a 
down payment receipt to show 
they mean business. But these 
papers may be contracts, not re¬ 
ceipts. They say what property 
you have bought, how much you 
will pay for it, what evidence of 
title and what kind of a deed you 
will get, when and what you must 
pay, and when you are to get 
possession. These contracts are' 
enforceable in court. 

7. Partnership obligations: To 
sign a paper may bind others to 
act or pay money. One partner 
is liable with his partner for 
acts, contracts, and debts aris¬ 
ing out of their business. 

8. Co-sign a note or endorse a 
check, and you may have to 
make it good. “Just a formality” 

■—but it’s your money, if the 
check has rubber in it. 

9. Read EVERYTHING in any 
document, fine print and all. You 
will not be able to enforce a word 
of mouth promise, if it contra¬ 
dicts what has been typed or 
printed. 

10. Check the details: What 
about dates, prices, names, and 
conditions? What the paper says, 
not what you thought it said, 
may bind you. Insert language 
clearly stating what you want, 
and make it as clear as pos¬ 
sible.

2. Most of us buy goods on 
time on a conditional sale con¬ 
tract where the goods are not 
yours until you make all pay¬ 
ments. Miss one, and the seller 
may take the goods back and 
keep your past payments. 

3. You may also buy personal 
property—car, appliances, live¬ 
stock, or machinery—subject to 
a chattel mortgage. “Chattel” 
merely means the things are not 
real estate. You pledge them to 
secure the debt. You own the car, 
say, and mortgage it to secure 
your debt. 

After you sign an installment 
contract, you may want to pay 
up the balance and save interest. 
You may not do so unless your 
contract says so in writing. 

4. Formalities: The law may 
call for formalities when you 
sign certain papers. For exam¬ 
ple, at least two witnesses must 
sign a will in the presence of 
each other and the will-maker. 
Note the signing; you may have 
to tell about it in court. 

5. Leases: When you rent a 
home, your lease should set out 
what rent you are to pay, how 
long you must rent, what notice 
you or your landlord must give

is “sub-standard” in width, the 
request was tabled to give City 
Attorney Guy Cornyn time to 
investigate the legal aspects of 
the proposal. 

Mr. Cornyn reported this week 
that there are no technical hin¬ 
drances to the project because 
the State laws defining the 
width of a City street as a 
minimum of 40 feet were not 
enacted until 1935. Cypress 
Court was accepted by the City 
as a subdivision many years 
prior to this date (1917), there¬ 
fore the 1935 action of the State 
legislature does not apply to 
the area. 

Removal of Trees 

A motion was made by Coun¬ 
cilman Wood that if the City 
finds it necessary to remove 
any trees they must be replaced 
by the City. Mr. Roberts said 
he believed the City has a 
great responsibility toward the 
preservation of trees in Sierra 
Madre. The motion was 
adopted.

FLAMES 


By JAMES HEASLEY 

Springtime in the United 
States has always been known 
as "Clean-up” time. The time 
has arrived and we should be¬ 
gin. A clean home is a fire 
safe home. Firemen know that 
most fires would never happen 
if homes and yards were kept 
clean and rubbish-free. There 
are many suggestions on how 
to keep the home “fire safe.” 
This column has repeated them 
many times. 

To keep a home “rubbish- 
free” answers a lot. Clear the 
inside of old linens, cast-off 
clothing, mattresses and old 
furniture, curtains, draperies, 
magaziens, papers, etc. Keep 
the outside clear of dead grass, 
weeds, trash and dried brush 
or trimmings. Store dust mops 
and oily rags in safe metal 
containers. Use only 15-am- 
pere fuses or the equivalent, 
and replace worn and damaged 
cords. Have plently of well- 
designed ash trays handy for 
those who smoke. 

Many fires have started at 
the roof. Old wood shingles 
are susceptible to fire and 
should be kept in fine repair. 
Fire resistant asphalt shingles 
are to be highly recommended. 
Metal slate, tile or asbestos 
are also fine covering for the 
house. Have the heating sys¬ 
tem repaired and don’t forget 
the chimney. It wouldn’t hurt 
a thing to have it cleaned. The 
chimney ought to have special 
attention before starting the 
first fire in cool weather. 

Cleaning fluids are danger¬ 
ous. Use only safe fluids, if 
any. Inflamamble liquids can 
mean the end of everything. 
For those who have no choice 
but to burn their rubbish, it is 
advisable to first get a fire per¬ 
mit from the fire deparement 
by calling in or appearing for 
it. Such co-operation has prov¬ 
ed a valuable safeguard for the 
town on many occasions. 

First, pick a safe spot to do 
the burning. Away from house 
and garage with a cleared spot 
around the location. Be just as 
careful with trash burn ©PS.
